Health and Diet Advice

PROTEIN COMBINATIONS 


Protein foods furnish the most important ,,.. 
terial for building and repairing the body ce}!s 
When more protein is used than is necessary +,,. 
just this, the remainder may be converted into en. 
ergy. The most important proteins are the loan 
muscular parts of animals, birds and fish; also mj),, 
cheese, nuts and the legumes. Some of these are 
little more difficult to digest than others, the mos: 
easily digested being the almost pure proteins, su}, 
as lean meat and skimmed milk. The more difficy): 
ones are those which are mixed with other foo4 
substances, such as the nuts, some of which con 
tain large quantities of fat and some also larr- 
quantities of starch. 

The protein parts of these foods are not digestc: 
in the mouth any more than they are with the doz 
or other carnivorous animals. It is a good plan t» 
chew meat well not because it is thereby mixe4 
with saliva, but because the chewing breaks the 
meat into small particles so that it can be bette: 
acted upon by the stomach’'s digestive fluids, ang 
also because the latter are stimulated to flow by 
the agreeable flavor of the meat when you are 
chewing it. 

When protein food enters the stomach, it soon 
mixes with the gastric juices which are prepared 
by Nature to take care of proteins only. If starche 
are used at the same meal with proteins, they on), 
interfere with the digestion of the meat, fish, o; 
other proteins. If too much starchy food is take: 
at the same time, it only absorbs a large part of the 
stomach’s juices and often not enough gastric juic: 
is left to properly convert the meat into peptones, 
the form in which it can be assimilated. The non 
starchy vegetables may be used with meat because 
they do not absorb as much of the gastrict juice an 
therefore do not interfere with digestion. For this 
reason it is a good plan to use the cooked and ra. 
greens with a meat meal and avoid the starc} 
foods, such as bread, potatoes, rice, macaroni and 
spaghetti. These foods, when used, should be eaten 
at a non-meat meal. 

The average person really needs about one- 
fourth of a pound of protein each day, preferably 
at the noon or evening meal. The meat combination 
should be as simple as possible. Such foods as spin- 
ach, asparagus, string beans, lettuce, celery, and 
other non-starchy vegetables, and a small amount 
of stewed fruits may be used together without 
harm. 

It is advisable to use only one kind of protein 
at each meal. For instance, if meat is used, it is 
better to use no cheese or fish at the same meal. 
Here are some examples of what I mean by good 
protein combinations: 

No. 1. Broiled fish, combination salad of Ict- 
tuce, tomatoes, smal! grated carrots and cucumbers. 

No. 2 Dish of cottage cheese, baked eggplant, 
cooked parsnips, stalks of celery. 

No. 3. Roest mutton, cooked squash, and celery, 
Taw watercress, baked apple.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Question: Mr. S. C. writes: “As a student of bio- 
vhemistry I am interested in knowing how long 
h with the proper diet, including cleansing of the 
arteries with distilled water or by exercise, do you 
think a human being could live?” 


Answer: Longevity is undoubtedly determined 
to some extent by hereditary factors. There are 
but few authentic cases known to have lived over

Ottawa Journal: Any treaty or trade arrange- 
ment that gives Canada a preference in a $200,- 
000,000 a year market cannot but be a good thing 
for Canada. That is what has happened in tha 
case of the new treaty entered into with New Zea- 
land, and the consequences are bound to be bene- 
ficial. 

Canada, of course, has given New Zealand cer- 
tain reciprocal advantages in the Canadian market; 
but there is no other way of having preferences 
It would be a wonderful thing if a country could 
always sell without having to buy, but trade, un- 
fortunately, is not as sin ple as that.

Don Juan, owned 
by James White was the first 
horse to win this famed Cana- 
dian classic while last year’s 
winner turned up in Froth- 
blower, owned by R. W. R. 
Cowie and ridden by Jockey 
Frankie Mann. The i932 run- 
ning of the Plate is expected te 
result in one of the keenest tur! 
dueis in its history. At Icast 
six crack distance runners are 
being highly touted by experts.

PARIS, May 17.—Dr. Paul Gor- 
gulov, the man who assassinated 
President Paul Doumer, told an ex- 
amining magistrate today he was in 
a “kind of hypnotic sleep” when he 
committed the crime. 

“A mystic force armed my hand,” 
he said. “I had no reason whatever 
to murder M. Doumer. I was in a 
kind of hypnotic sleep.” 

Gorgulov informed Magistrate 
Fougery that he drank a bottle ot 
cognac before going to the war vet- 
erans’ charity exhibition where he 
shot down the president. 

“When the president entered the 
room,” he said, “I fired without hes- 
itation, not knowing what I was 
doing.” 

He declared he could tell nothing 
about the gun he used because he 
was too drunk to remember any- 
thing about it. 

The prisoner asserted while on his 
way from Monaco to Paris before 
the assassination he “tried to ward 
off the evil spirit which constantly 
urged me on to murder.” 

“On my arrival in Paris,” he con- 
tinued, “I went to Notre Dame 
Cathedral and prayed to God to 
rid me of the spirit. I fought to the 
last against this obsession.”
